1 . 1 am a named co-inventor, along with Bernard Verrier and Patrick Delmas, of 
an invention described and claimed in U.S. Patent Application Serial No. 10/562,085 
("the '085 Application"), entitled "Use of N-alkanols as activators of the CFTR channel." 

2. I am a co-author of the article entitled General anesthetic octanol and related 
compounds activate wild-type and delF508 cystic fibrosis chloride channels ("the 
Marcet publication"), which was published in Vol. 141 of the British Journal of 
Pharmacology at pages 905-914. Bernard Verrier, Frederic Becq, Caroline Norez and 
Patrick Delmas are also co-authors of the article. The Marcet publication describes my 
work and that of my co-inventors Brice Marcet and Patrick Delmas, and is the subject 
matter described and claimed in the '085 Application.

Frederic Becq and Caroline Norez contributed to the drafting of the Marcet 
publication but did not contribute to the invention described and claimed in the '085 
Application.
